The new location for the line will 
shorten the route by four miles. The 
enterprise is officially known as the 
Rogers’ Pass tunnelling scheme, and 
the work and related improvements 
will involve the expenditure of more 
than $10,000,000. The tunnel wip 
take rank as the longest railway bore 
in America. The Hoosac tunnel on 
the New York Central line is the 
longest at present, being just four 
and three-quarter miles through. 

Since the Canadian Pacific railway 
first opened its transcontinental line 
through the mountains of British Co- 
lumbia it has spent millions of dol- 
lars in protecting and renewing its 
tracks on extra locomoiives used to 
haul trains up the heavy grades and 
in coping with the snowfalls and 
other physical handicaps which keep 
a large force of men and a large 
amount of expensive equipment busy 
nearly all the year. At Rogers’ Pass 
close to the summit of the Selkirks, 
the company maintains large engine 
sheds, shops, snow plows anc outfits 
ready for service on both sides of the 
Selkirk range. 

The engineer spent two years seek- 
ing a favorable location for a tunnel 
through the Selkirks. The C.P.R. 
decided on the Rogers’ Pass tunnel 
undertaking and relating double- 
tracking work last spring, prelimin- 
ary operations being started last 
June. 

The contractors, Who have in hand 
the tunnel scheme are applying au 
entirely now method in tunnel piere- 
ing. they are projecting what is 
Known as a “pioneer bore.” This is 
a small preliminary shaft, seven feet 
by nine, which will parallel the 
course of the main tunnel fifty feet 
distant aud w.li be bored from both 
ends at the same time. The idea is 
quite in the nature of an experiment 
and was decided upon only after care- 
ful calculation and mature consider- 
ation. 

One of the principal reasons for 
the adoption of the new plan was the 
fact that the Canadian Pacific wish- 
ed to have the big undertaking finish- 
ed by December 31, 1916, three years 
and a half from the time the work 
was started. Building a passage five 
miles long is » lengthy process in the 
ordipary way. Only a limited num- 
ber of men can work in the heading 
at one time and delays constantly oc- 
cur on account of blasting and other 
causes. 

With the ‘pioneer’ bore the work 
will be greatly facilitated, Side shafts 
will be excavated leading into the 
course of the main tunnel and drill- 
ers will thus be enabled to attack a 
number of points at once. 
blasting is prqceeding in one part of 
the shaft the workers will be able 
to continue their activities in another, 
instead of having to cease work each 
time a shot jin fired as would be the 
ercse with the one heading. The same 
applies to the excavation part of the 
work.

Another great advaniage is the fact 
that the “pioneer” bore will act as a 
ventilating shaft, enabling the pas- 
sage of a urrent of air through two 
bores and the connecting passages. It 
will also serve a permanent purpose 
in the same connection on the com- 
pletion of the main tunnel. 

The tunnel operations have a de- 
ecidedly human interest side. With per- 
spiration dripping from their lightly 
clad bodies, the drill men may be 
seen calmly proceeding with their al- 
lotted tasks, paying little heed to the 
significance of their work 

The work is pursued in much the 
same Way a8 in the levels of a mine. 
Stopes are driven and holes are 
yored with air drills, charges set and 
exploded and the shattered material 
placed on cars and run out along nar- 
row gauge tram lines. Eletcric fans 
keep a current of air in cireulation 
removing the dust from the drills and 
clearing the atmosphere of the pois- 
onous gases trom blasting.

Dear Sir, The Town Council ot 
the Town of Strathmore have in- 
structed me to protest to you re the 
curtailment of the mail service s nce 
June ist. Up till that date, and for 
several years previous, Strathmore 
has been receiving two mail east 
and two mails west every day, but 
now trains No 13 and 14 are going 
through Strathmore without stop- 


ping either for mails and passen- 


gers. 

As you probably know, Strath- 
more has a resident population of 
over 800, and a large tributary pop- 
ulation, and they consider the cur- 
tailment of the mail service entirely 
unwarranted, and a_ blow at the 
commerce and prestige of the town{ 
and district, besides being a great 
inconvenience and handicap. 

We are asking the C.P.R tor the 
stoppage of trains 13 and 14 at 
Strathmore, and a petition has been 
signed by over 200 male residents 
of the town and torwarded to the 
Company, aud the Railway Com- 
mission will also be appealed to 
in the matter, 

The Council and the residents 
generally, hope that you will invest- 
igate into this matter fully, and ord- 
er a resumption of the mail service 
which we had been having previous 
the 1st of June, which was cut over 
arbitrarily and without any notice. 
The previous mail service was very 
satisfactory and convenient. -
